Sierra Madreans will go to the polls again next Wednesday, 
June 11, to take part in the tax rate increase election of the 
Pasadena City Schools. 

The only polling place in Sierra Madre will be at the City 
School, 141 W. Highland, between the hours of 7 a.m. and 7 p.m. 

Although the election is for 
tax rate limit increases in all 
three districts of the Pasadena 
City Schools, local voters will 
be concerned only with the high 
school and junior college dis¬ 
tricts. 

A new legal tax rate maxi¬ 
mum of $1.51 per $100 of as¬ 
sessed valuation is asked in the 
high school and junior college 
districts. School officials say 
this new maximum is needed 
to assure good schools for the 
coming year. 

The increase, if voted, would 
be for one year only, it has 
been said. 

Present legal tax rate limit 
in these two districts is $1.10 
per $100 of assessed valuation. 

An estimated 1000 Sierra Ma¬ 
dre youths attend junior high 
schools, Pasadena City College, 
or John Muir College, which 
will be effected directly by out¬ 
come of the election.

Sierra Madre’s recent special US Census will benefit the city 
to the tune of $25,000 over a period of the next eight years. 

That was the statement of R. Merritt Baker, city administra¬ 
tor, as preliminary results of the “nose-counting” were announced 
this week. 

The tentative figures, still 
subject to revision, placed Si¬ 
erra Madre’s population at 7632. 

This was 359 more than the 
7273 that was reported as the 
population following the 1950 
census. 

Mr. Baker said the 7632 total 
probably would be revised up¬ 
ward. 

With the larger population, 

Sierra Madre will be able to 
receive more cash each year 
from state subventions and 
grants. This would not have 
been possible without the spe-

REFRIGERATOR ROLLS 

2 C. scalded milk 

2 cakes compressed yeast 

Vi C. sugar 

IVi tsp. salt 

2 eggs, well beaten 

6 C. sifted flour (approx.) 

4 Tbsp. salad oil 

Scald milk and let cool until 
lukewarm. Crumble yeast in bowl 
and mix in about % C. of the milk. 
Stir to dissolve yeast. Add rest of 
milk, sugar, sa't and beaten eggs. 
Stir in 3 C. of the sifted flour and 
beat until smooth. Add oil and 
beat with egg beater for 2 min. 
Continue adding flour until no 
more can be added easily. Thor¬ 
oughly knead dough using just 
enough flour to keep dough from 
sticking. (Knead lightly with a 
rolling, rocking motion until sur¬ 
face of dough is smooth and satiny 
and small blisters are seen under 
the surface.) Put ball of dough 
into a large bowl and lightly oil 
top. Cover with a clean cloth and 
let rise in a warm place (80° to 
85°) until double in bulk. Punch 
down. Store in refrigerator until 
ready to use. (Dough will continue 
to rise until it has chilled. Punch 
down as needed to keep it from 
rising to much more than its bulk 
when stored.) 

When ready to make rolls, cut 
off desired amount of dough and 
let stand at room temperature for 
1 hr. Shape into rolls and put into 
oiled baking pan. Let rise until 
almost double in bulk. Bake at 
400° for 15 to 20 min. 

Note: When properly stored, 
dough will keep in refrigerator for 
5 to 7 days. 

FRUITED OATMEAL BREAD 

2 C. boiling water 

1 C. rolled oats 

2 compressed yeast cakes 

Vi C. sugar (brown or white) 

Vi C. lukewarm water 

Vi C. chopped dried fruit 

G C. sifted flour 

1 Tbsp. salt 

2 Tbsp. shortening or salad oil 

Vi C. chopped peanuts or 

walnuts 

Pour boiling water over rolled 
oats. Stir well and allow to cool 
until lukewarm. Crumble yeast 
into bowl. Add 4 Tbsp. of sugar 
and lukewarm water. Mix well. 
Add % C. of flour and let stand 
10 min. Then add to rolled oats 
mixture with remaining sugar and 
rest of ingredients. Shape into ball 
and place in oiled bowl. Brush top 
lightly with salad oil. Cover with 
clean towel, and let rise in warm 
place (80° to 85°) until double in 
bulk. Then knead down, shape into 
2 loaves and place in 2 oiled loaf 
pans. Let rise until double in bulk. 
Bake at 350° for about 60 min.

And Patrol officials warned 
that complete failure of some 
vital part of a car’s equipment 
wasn’t necessary to cause a fa¬ 
tal or injury accident. 

The windshield wiper that 
doesn’t quite clean the wind¬ 
shield; the brakes that are fine, 
if they’re pumped once or 
twice; the lights that are nice 
and bright, except there’s no 
low beam—any of these “mi¬ 
nor” defects can and do cause 
accidents, commented the Pa¬ 
trol. 

In California last year, offi¬ 
cials said, more than 5000 acci¬ 
dents involving deaths and in¬ 
juries occurred because just 
such things were neglected. 

“A few hours and a few dol¬ 
lars can probably put your car 
in shape for safety,” said the 
Patrol. “Last year Californians 
paid out more than $300,000,000 
in traffic accident costs. In 1952 
it’s up to you whether your 
share goes for car maintenance 
or for funeral and medical 
bills.”

Rabies is one of the oldest and most deadly diseases known 
It cannot be cured after it has developed, and it is always fatal 
However, it can be prevented. 

All warm-blooded animals

are susceptible to rabies. A bite 
from an infected animal spreads the disease through the injection 
of saliva which contains the 
rabies virus. This virus travels 
through the nerve trunks to the 
spinal cord and the brain caus¬ 
ing paralysis and death. The 
prompt treatment by a physi¬ 
cian of a wound from the bite 
of an infected animal together 
with injections of anti-rabies 
vaccine (Pasteur treatment) 
prevents many cases of human 
rabies. 

The average incubation pe¬ 
riod of rabies in humans is 40 
to 60 days although it can vary 
anywhere from 10 days to a 
year or more. Wounds from 
bites on the face and neck are 
apt to produce symptoms more 
rapidly. 

An animal which has bitten 
a person should not be killed. 

Instead it should be quaran¬ 
tined and observed for two 
weeks by health officials. If the 
animal is still alive and well 
after two weeks, there is prac¬ 


tically no danger of rabies. If 
the animal develops rabies, 
Pasteur treatment is indicated 
for the person who was bitten. 

Bites from infected dogs ac¬ 
count for 90 per cent of human 
cases in the United States, and 
cats, cows, horses, hogs, sheep 
and various wildlife cause the 
remainder. Recently the inci¬ 
dence of fox rabies in the 
southeastern states has soared, 
and a number of people have 
been attacked by rabid foxes. 

There are two types of the 
disease in dogs and other ani¬ 
mals. One is called "furious” 
rabies, the other “dumb” rabies. 

A dog with furious rabies is 
at first restless, nervous, and 
sullen. As the disease prog¬ 
resses the dog snarls viciously, 
barks and growls at imaginary 
objects, and may wander far 
from home, biting as it goes, 
until it finally drops from pa¬ 
ralysis or exhaustion. 

Twenty per cent of rabies in 
dogs is the “dumb” type which 
is more difficult to recognize 
and which is actually more vi¬ 
rulent than furious rabies. 
Symptoms of restlessness and 
irritability are usually absent, 
and paralysis soon develops in 
the lower jaw. The dog appears 
as though he lias a bone stuck 
in his throat. Death occurs 
within two or three days of the 
onset of the disease. 

Control of rabies in the dog 
population depends on two 
things. First, owners should 
have their dogs vaccinated, and 
second, communities should ar¬ 
range for compulsory impound¬ 
ing of all stray dogs and en¬ 
forcement of their leashing or¬ 
dinances.

5. UHF allocations provide 
greater co-channel and adja¬ 
cent channel protection. 

6. UHF has space needed to 
accommodate many more chan¬ 
nels, thus making television 
possible in practically every 
home in the United States. 

UHF holds great promise of 
providing a truly nationwide 
television service. 


Types of interference referred 
to are co-channel and adjacent 
channel interference. 

Even at the border areas of 
the United States, care has been 
taken in allocating channels 
in order that interference prob¬ 
lems between United States and 
Canadian, or United States and 
Mexican television channels 
will be minimized. 

With the allocation of UHF 
channels as of today, it will 
mean more than 1300 new tele¬ 
vision stations. 

Early in 1952 there were 108 
V1IF stations operating in 65 
cities. FCC allocations forVHF 
stations total 557, including the 
108 now in operation. These 557 
stations will be located in 342 
cities. 

The UHF allocations total 
1357 stations located in 1139 ■ 
cities. Of these, 897 will be in 
cities that are not included in 
the VIIF allocations. Thus, the 
inception of UHF will bring 
television to many areas that 
otherwise would not have tele¬ 
vision service. 

Transmitting standards for 
the UHF stations will be the 
same as those now in use for 
VHF stations. Thus, no changes 
will be required in present tele¬ 
vision receivers, with the ex¬ 
ception of providing means to 
tune this new range of fre¬ 
quencies. 

UHF ANTENNAS 

Board Antenna requirements for 
television reception on the UHF 
band are, in many respects, 
much the same as on the VHF 
band. Antennas used for UHF 
reception, however, differ 
greatly with those used for 
VHF—chiefly, being much 
smaller in size and lighter in 
weight. There are several an¬ 
tenna types which may be 
used in strong and weak sig¬ 
nal areas. For the most diffi¬ 
cult fringe areas, or locations 
where reflections are severe, 
special antenna types have 
found favor. In some instances, 
in strong signal areas, recep¬ 
tion was obtained by using the 
existing VHF antenna, but as 
the distance from the transmit¬ 
ter was increased, it was neces¬ 
sary to use the regular UHF 
types. Each type possesses prop¬ 
erties peculiar to its individual 
design, and these should pro¬ 
vide a choice that will meet 
the requirements of even the 
most difficult locations.

UHF RECEIVING EQUIPMENT 

It will be possible to add 
UHF television reception to 
present day receivers simply 
and at a nominal cost by add¬ 
ing conversion equipment. The 
number of UHF stations avail¬ 
able at the receiving location 
will determine the particular 
equipment to be used. In many 
cases, conversion will be ef¬ 
fected merely by securing the 
conversion unit in place, con¬ 
necting power and making 
necessary antenna connections. 
This will be no more compli¬ 
cated than connecting an R-F 
booster to a VHF television re¬ 
ceiver. For best results it is 
considered desirable that a sep¬ 
arate UHF antenna be erected. 

Summary 

UHF reception varies with 
distance, terrain and transmit¬ 
ter power output. Good recep¬ 
tion has been obtained up to 
25 miles away from the trans¬ 
mitter. In one direction, over 
fairly level terrain and water, 
good reception was obtained at 
35 miles. It is possible that 
transmitters of the future util¬ 
izing greater power may result 
in coverage comparable to VHF. 

Tests indicate that interfer¬ 
ence problems in the UHF band 
are few compared to the VHF 
band. Ignition, diathermy and 
similar interferences encoun¬ 
tered in VHF reception do not 
normally occur at UHF. For ex¬ 
ample, one

And that, probably, is ivhy we do not folly realize 
tbe incredible cheapness of telephone service. 

The telephone has no bulk. It is not like the Empire 
State Building, or the B-36, or the Golden Gate Bridge, 
or the S/S Queen Mary. Its operating machinery is 
scattered and hidden and the parts we do see are 
seldom noticed. 

But when we make a telephone call we employ the 
expert services of an army of communication crafts¬ 
men for very little money, and convert to our own 
private use an amazing concentration of intricate 
mechanical equipment worth millions of dollars. In 
the telephone, we have at our beck and call for the 
price of a few candy bars or shoeshines one of the 
most useful creations of the human mind. 


UHF installation 
was made in a city about 10 
miles from the transmitter 
where interference on VHF was 
severe due to heavy truck traf¬ 
fic, machine shops and diather¬ 
my. VHF signals there were 
jittery and difficult to lock in, 
while the UHF installation 
showed no trace of interference. 

In summing up UHF trans¬ 
mission and reception, compari¬ 
sons can be rhade with VHF as 
follows: 

1. UHF has slightly less 
range. 

2. UHF installations require 
greater care. 

3. UHF antennas in general, 
are smaller, less conspicuous 
and offer much less wind re¬ 
sistance. 

4. UHF reception is relatively 
free from man-made interfer-
